One man was instantly killed and 
another suffered serious injuries, 
when an inbound Georgia railroad 
passenger train demolished the auto- 
mobile in which they were riding at 
Sams -Crossing, just east of the de- 
pot in Decatur, early Thursday night. 

The dead man is D. Fleming 
Thompson, of Winder, well-known 
eotton broker and brother to the 
mayor of that city. On his body was 
found a card attesting that he was a 
member of the Knights of Pythias 
lodge in Athens, and identification 
later was made positive by friends 
who viewed the body. 

The injured man, who was rushed 
to the Piedmont sanitarium here suf- 
fering from a serious wound on his 
head, is reported to have informed 
hospital attaches that his name was 
0. V. Smith, 27, also of Winder. 

Thompson and Smith were the only 
eecupants of the automobile at the 
time of the crash. The car was splin- 
tered by the impact and was reported 
to have been dragged for some. dis- 
tance before the train could be brought 
to a standstill. 

The body of the dead man was 
removed to the chapel of A. S. Tur- 
ner, Decatur funeral director, pend- 
ing arrangements for its disposition. 

The train which struck the anto- 
mobile was passenger train No. 7 
bound from Augusta to Atlanta. It 
was in charge of Engineer G. S. 
Bryans and Conductor W. C. Clary.

The money was being transferred 
from the Federal Reserve bank to the 
Bank of Buffalo, a distance of three 
blocks.

eral Judge W. H. Barrett, of the 
southern district of Georgia, disallow- 
ing the homestead exemption to bank- 
rupts who had not applied for the 
exemption in the state court before 
entering bankrupt proceedings, is an- 
nounced in a decision received here 
today by local attorneys. The de- 
cision of reversal was handed down 
by the federal circuit court of appeals 
and the opinion was rendered last 


Tuesday hy Circuit Judge Bryan. 

The siguificance of this decision is 
to place the law as to claiming 
l exemption for bankrupt after’ the 
'petition has been filed in the same 
status of law that prevailed before | 
ithe rendering of the decision by Judge | 
’ Barrett. 
| A mild upheaval occurred among 
[ eers and their bankrupt clients 
upon the announcement of Judge Bar- 
rett’s ruling this past summer as there 
were many cases in court where bank- 
rupts were claiming exemptions of 
$1,600 on their homes but lost their 
homes because of the decision. 

The federal bank law permits a 
person filing a bankrupt petition to 
claim exemption in cash or any prop- 
erty that he may own totheextent of 
$1,600 and due to the large number 
of such cases, the ruling of the cir- 
cuit court will affect thousands of 
dollars worth of property that is now 
involved in bankrupt litigation. 

Lawyers viewed the decision of 
Judge Barrett this summer according 
to its general effect to be of extreme 
benefit to creditors but working a 
hardship on the bankrupt debtor.

Says Abe Powers 
In Asking Liberty 


“T am asking for my freedom on 
account of my ill health—and that 
alone.” 


This was the statement of Abe Pow- 


Floyd Woodward bunco gang, in a 
formal statement written in his cell 
in Fulton tower and addressed to The 
Constitution with the request that it 
be published, 

Powers was returned to Atlanta 
several weeks ago by Bert Donaldson, 
special investigator for Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A.’ Boykin, following his 
Capture in Cineinnati. He has served 
26 months of a two-to-five-year sen- 
tence imposed in Fulton’ superior 
court, escaping from the state prison 
farm a number of months ago. 

In his communication, Powers 
states he has been given a fair deal, 
and he adds that Solicitor Boykin 
was offered $10,000 for his release. 
The solicitor replied by offering $1,000 
for information concerning the where- 
abouts of Woodward, Powers adds. 

Ilis letter follows: 

Since my case has been discussed by the 
press and given some notoriety that is 
hardly fair to a number of parties and 
officials, I am asking for space in your 
to try and correct a few errors that 
ed that are injurious to me in my effort 
to obtain clemency.
